boats and four-wheel drive vehicles. But when 
you live in Hells Canyon you try jiot to have 
emergencies, of any kind. Although the doctor 
is only a day's journey away, a new toothbrush 
takes a week to come from Lewiston.

Dear Dr. Lamb—This next 


school year I am to teach a 
segment on the effects of 
chewing tobacco and dipping 
snuff. There has been lots 
of information on the effects 
of smoking, but I have very 
little information on chewing 
and dipping. We have more 
youngsters in junior h i g h 
schools u s i n g tobacco in 
these forms than in smoking. 
Will you please tell me where 
I might write for some infor- 
mal ion'.' 


Dear Header—There is a 


lot less information on this 
problem simply because it 
is a lot lii'rdtT to find us 
many snuff dippers or to- 
bacco chewers than it is to 
find cigarette smokers. Your 
comments suggest it 
will 


soon be easier. We have the 
same problem with evaluat- 
ing the effects of cigar and 
particularly pipe smoking. 1

I can't think of anything 
good that it does, except sup- 
port the tobacco industry, if 
that's good. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


heard reference made that 
sunflower seeds fall in the 
drug category. Is this cor- 
rect, and "to what extent? 
W h a t type of sunflower 
seeds'.' I eat a lot of salted 
sunflower seeds in the shell 
which 1 purchase at grocery 
stores. Also would breaking 
the shells be harmful to my 
teeth'.' 


D e a r Header — There is 


nothing harmful in sunflower 
seeds except the calories and 
the amount of fat. Fat is the 
source of about 80 per cent 
ol the calories in sunflower 
seeds. This is true of most 
nuts though, and the fat in 
sunflower seeds is mostly 
polyunsaturated fat where- 
as many nuts contain large 
amounts of saturated fat as 
well. 


Breaking the hulls with 


your teeth will not hurt you. 
I wouldn't recommend this, 
however, lor o t h e r nuts. 
Salted seeds and nuts should 
be avoided by those needing 
to restrict their salt intake 
tor reasons of h i g h blood 
pressure or heart trouble.

LITTl^E ROCK (AP) — The 


greyhound racing franchise of 
Southland Racing Corp. at West 
Memphis was revoked Wednes- 
day by the state Racing Com- 
mission. 


The order was suspended, 


however, until Jan. 14, 1972, to 
allow time for Southland's prin- 
cipal 
stockholder, Emprise 


Corp. of Buffalo, N.Y., to divest 
itself of all but 10 per cent of 
the stock it holds in Southland. 


The commission said the or- 


der would not take effect if by 
Jan. 14, 1972, Southland could 
demonstrate that the Emprise 
holdings had been reduced to 10 
per cent or less. 


On the other hand, if South- 


land is unable to demonstrate 
such a reduction, the suspension 
would cease and the order would 
take effect, the order said. 


The 14-page order was ap- 


proved on a 3-2 vote. 


The order, sponsored by Dr. 


M. R. Springer of Hot Springs, 
was supported by himself and 
commissioners J. D. Bilberry of 
McGehee and Guy Newcomb of 
Osceola. 
Newcomb, 
an 
ap- 


pointee of former Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller, 
was chair- 


man until replaced this year by 
Gov. Dale Bumpers. 


Voting against Springer's or- 


der were Commissioner H. M. 
Orsburn of Dardanelle and J. W. 
"Buddy" Benafield of England, 
who was named chairman this 
year by Bumpers. 


Orsburn had offered an al- 


ternative order which would not 
have revoked the franchise. 


C. B. Nance Jr. of West Men. 


plus, attorney for Southland 


said he expected the franchise- 
holder would go to court to con- 
test the commission's decision. 


Winslow Drummond of Little 


Rock, representing Emprise, 
said a number of alternatives 
were available to the New York 
firm and he did not know which 
of them Emprise would pursue. 


In the order, the commission 


expressed complaints with cer- 
tain Southland actions, 
but 


chiefly was critical of Emprise. 


••Certainly there have recent- 


ly been past associations and 
business associations between 
Emprise and persons with crim- 
inal convictions," the order 
said. 


It also said the commission 


had found that Emprise has "an 
undesirable personal 
back- 


ground" and that it's continued 
ownership of more than 10 per 
cent of Southland's stock "is 
detrimental ... to the public in- 
terest. 


Emprise holds about 46.6 per 


cent of the stock in Southland 
and is by far the largest single 
stockholder. 


The second-largest stockhold- 


ers are the members of the Up- 
ton family of West Memphis. 
Charles Upton and his son, 
Richard C. Upton, both have 
been president of Southland. 
The Uptons own about 17 per 
cent.

Terrell has not the cauli- 


flower dolor that m a r k s 
most "comeback" fighters. 
At 31, his lean, mustachioed 
face is relatively clear of 
lumps. His stomach is flat 
and his long left arm can 
still jab a target a block 
away. 


He also says he is finan- 


cially c o m f o r t a b l e . His 
eight-year-old singing group, 
"Ernie T e r r e l l and the 
Heavyweights," is moder- 
ately successful. He is vice- 
president of a 
corporation 


that makes portable sauna 
baths and various fiberglass 
products. He has "a few 
capital stocks." Last year, he 
said, he made $15,000. This 
year, he says, he has al- 
ready earned $19,000. But, of 
course, none of this is like 
splitting $5 million, some- 
thing Frazier and Ali did, 
before assistance from the 
Internal Revenue Service. So 


"It's 
hard work to get 


back into training," he said. 
"It used to be an ordeal, now 
it's a chore. What I mean is, 
before I'd get all jittery and 
nervous about how I was go- 
ing to do.
